M arch 21, 
and it is signed 
“ Frank 
Short.” 
It was inclosed in an envel­ 
ope from the I nited States consulate 
at Cape Town. 
The letter says th at 
the British ship Neptune, Capt. Saun­ 
ders m aster, of London, was recently 
driven ashore off the coast of Natal, 
adjacent to the Free States, and all 
but five of the crew of fifty-eight 
perished. 
The 
escape 
of the 
persons was in itself a miracle. 
They 
were the chief mate, named Adams; a 
Greek; A. B. Leaman, an Englishm an, 
and W. A. Kennan and Jeff Allen, tw o 
young Americans. 
Allen was acting 
in tile capacity of purser and had 
shipped from Calcutta. India, while 
Kennan shipped from Rangoon, Bur- j 
mah. 
When the ship was wrecked the crew 
took to the boats, which w ere capsized. 
Four of those nam ed m anaged to swim 
ashore, while Kennan secured a life 
buoy and floated to the shore w ith a 
pet monkey in 
his arms, but the 
monkey 
perished 
before 
reaching 
land. 
The party stopped nine days at 
the scene of the wreck and interred all 
the bodies th at floated ashore. 
During 
this tim e they suffered greatly, as they 
had to sleep in the open air and subsist 
on m u s s e ls and wild fruits. 
The five men started on foot to N a­ 
tal. ITO m iles distant. 
On the way they 
were captured by a band of Zulus, who 
stripped off their clothes and pro­ 
ceeded to torture 
them 
bv tying 
them 
to 
a 
tree 
and 
beating 
them severely w ith the sham bock—a 
jagged club made of rhinoceros hide. 
W hile the fiends were in the m idst of 
this barbarous system they were sur­ 
prised by a party of Boer hunters armed 
w ith muskets, who charged upon them 
and put them to flight. 
But three 
of the .survivors of the shipw reck 
were already 
dead, the Zulus hav­ 
ing butchered them 
with assagais. 
Those three were Jeff Allen, the Greek 
and Leaman. K ennan and Adams were 
the only ones who survived the torture. 
It is heart-sickening to hear Adams 
relate the way the poor men pleaded 
for mercy. 
It seems he became un­ 
conscious after the first tw o strokes 
from 
the 
shambock. 
Kennan, 
he 
says, received three strokes, and, from 
w hat Adams could 
understand, the 
chief w anted to spare his life and take
